Richordsan 
Opposes the 
Canal Treaty 

"It seems the State De¬ 
partment has jockied us into 
a potential confrontat ion 
over the Conal Treaty — no 
matter which side we’re cm,” 
said Senator H. L. “Bill” 
Richardson (R-Arcadia). "On 
the one hand, if the treaty 
isn’t ratified, there’s a good 
chance of uprisings in Pan¬ 
ama. On the other hand, if 
it is ratified, It won’t be long 
until General Torrijos tests 
us by closing the canal — 
especially with the growing 
Soviet influence upon his re¬ 
gime. And we’re to blame 
for letting them think we’il 
give in to their demands. 
Either way, our resolve will 
be tested. But, with ratifica¬ 
tion, there will be a much 
greater threat of major con¬ 
frontation with the USSR.” 

Richardson, with strong 
bipartisan support, has auth¬ 
ored a joint resolution to the 
U.S. Senate urging them not 
to ratify the treaty. “Not 
only will the treaty increase 
the risk of major war,” he 
continued, “hut it will en¬ 
danger the economic stabi¬ 
lity of California and the en¬ 
tire United States, and all 
free nations. The strengtii 
and stabilizing influence of 
the United States is essen¬ 
tial to the functioning of 
the canal.” 

“Also, our legal and moral 
right to sovereignty over the 
canal is clear,” the Senator 
added. ’"There is no reason 
to change this. If we give 
away the canal, which we 
.built and paid for, than why 
not give Alaska back to the 
Russians, or California and 
Texas back to Mexico. 

Giving the vrolatile Marx¬ 
ist clique in Panama power 
to toy with the canal will 
only lead to the same prob¬ 
lems that have plagued the 
Middle Eaist since the Suez 
Canal takeover. But this 
time they will be on a grand¬ 
er scale, and at our own 
back door.” 

Richardson concluded by 
stating, "People seem to for¬ 
get that we helped Panama 
gain her national indepen¬ 
dence and that the canal has 
provided an endless source 
of jobs and income for her.”

get. He had a close working 
relationship with members of 
the congre gatlon who 
brought the building mater¬ 
ials to the construction site 
from the Santa Anita Wash 
and did the actual construc¬ 
tion themselves. The finished 
product was a substantial 
Norman-styled house of wor¬ 
ship in wood and stone, 
heavily influenced by the 
country churches of Cox- 
head’s native England. 

Since its original construc¬ 
tion, the church has had 
several additlo n s which 
have blended harmoniously 
with the original structure. 
Architect Carlton Winslow 
added a parish hall and re¬ 
lated rooms in 1922. In 1951, 
Winslow's son enlarged the 
rear of the building on the 
western side, creating a new 
entrance which is stylistical¬ 
ly sympathetic to the old. 

Congress authorized the 
National Register in the Na¬ 
tional Histoiic Preservation 
Act of 1966. The Secretary 
of the Interior is directed "to 
expand and maintain a Na¬ 
tional Register of districts, 
sites, buildings, structures 
and objects significant in 
American history, architec¬ 
ture, archaeology, and cul¬ 
ture.” Listing in the Na¬ 
tional Register makes pri¬ 
vate property owners eligible 
to be considered for fed¬ 
eral grants-in-aid foF historic 
preservation through state 
programs.

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn reports he strongly favors ^ 
consolidation of the Los Angeles County and City Fire ^ 
Departments. _ , . a 

"In many instances, fire stations of adjoining juris- a 
dictions are so close to each other that their effective re¬ 
sponse areas overlap,” Hahn said. 

If the boundaries of the 43 jiurisdictions Which operate o 
fire departments could be ignored, it is estimated 48 of. ^ 
the 378 stations now in operation could be closed with I 
no deterioration in service, Hahn noteA ^ 

Tihe annual operating cost of these superflous stations ( 
ranges from $8.7 to $10.9 million and the capital and equip- ( 
ment Investment cost is approximately $7.2 million, said j- 
Hahn, who is chairman of the County Fire Department, t 
The Sierra Madre News has long opposed the county- I 
wide consolidation move being made by the “empire- v 
builders.” One can only Judge by past performance which ^ 
shows that with monopolistic fire and police operations, • 
comes monopolistic unionism. Every year h is obvious ^ 
that as the unions grow in size they continue to over- ^ 
power our legislative bodies in direct proportion to their j 
ability to promise votes. . 

Here the officials talk of annual savings in terms 
of $8.7 to $10.9 million in order to impress the voters, but j 
we wonder why such figures, in the minds of these same 1 
officials, seems insignificant, when it comes budget time ] 
and even larger figures show up as increases in em- 
ployees’ wages. One need but take a cursery look to ^ 
realize that the enormous county employee unions al- 
ready have the officials Where they want them, with the 
ability to withhold services at any time. It is not hard , 
to imagine the chaos in an area the size of Los iUigeles 
County should a monopolistic union decide to withhold 
their services during the brush fire season with the Santa 
Ana winds howling through our canyons. 

One has but to look at the action of other areas when 
firefighting services have been withheld and ‘ mysterious 
fires begin to occur to really put the officials and property 
owners "under the gun.” And certainly law enforcernent 
and emergency medical services have been no “purer in 
withholding their services at critical times in many areas 
of our country. 

The theory, Mr. Hahn expontis is wonderful, but it can 
not be practical as long as outside forces continue to 
rule the service that is being provided. These particular 
services of fire protection, law enforcement and ernergency 
medical services should coordinate their planning and 
mutual aid pacts, but draw the line when it comes time 
to being controlled by the “czars” that are attempted to 
increase their territory and control from both the manage¬ 
ment and labor side. 

The costs of these services has been going completely 
out of control in the last few year, not necessarily m 
wages, but in the areas of fringe benefits. Early retire¬ 
ment, etc., costs are pyramiding every year. We permit 
policemen and firemen to retire on a good pension when 
he becomes 50 or 55 years old and he immediately goes to 
work at another job, at a good salary for several more of 
his productive years.. He is being paid, by taxpayers, for 
non prod-uction during some of his most productive years. 
Certainly he may not be able to actively fight a fire, 
or chase a burglar for a block or two. But he certainly 
can mark cars for overtime parking, dispatch emergency 
services, teach others the things that he has learned over 
the years or be useful in some other branch of public 
service, at his same salary. At least he is being produc¬ 
tive to the taxpayer for money. 

How many industries could say in business for veiy 
long if they offered the same fringe benefits that govern¬ 
ments offer? Many a person who “retires” at 56 can look 
forward to at least 20 more years, and this is 20 years 
of wages of non-production that taxpayers pay the bill 
for These “super” fringe benefits have been created by 
the pressure of giant unions exerting pressure where it

Should the consolidations be continued m the fire¬ 
fighting field, then law enforcement and emergency medi¬ 
cal service consolidations will be but a step behind, 
and with it will be unprecedented pressure on the tax¬ 
payers that will make today fringe benefits for govern¬ 
ment employees look like peanuts by comparison. 

Let’s push, the planning and mutual aid packages, 
without consolidation until such times as we can develop 
control over the outside forces that now exert control 
over these services. We here in Sierra Marde certainly 
do not look forward to 70 or 80 cents, plus, for fire district 
taxes that would soon come our way if, union monopoly, 
under the cuise of “consolidation” force us into a corner. 
One by one city fire departments are disappearing as they 
arc being gobbled up by county and a single firefightere 
union is emerging, and if you don’t believe it, just take 
a look around you.

Hayes Endorses! 

Los Angeles County Supervisor James Hayes has be¬ 
come the first local government official to endorse the 
so-called Jarvis Amendment that would limit property 
taxes to a total of one per cent of the market value of 
real property. 

At the same time, Hayes said he is preparing a com¬ 
panion Initiative that would “eliminate the property tax 
as tlie means of financing a host of programs mandated 
upon counties by the State Legislature and Congress over 
the past 30 years.” 

Hayes said his eight-month study of the reason for 
high costs of county government has proven that “96 per 
cent of all costs in Los Angeles County government are 
locked in by state and federal mandated programs.” 

“I put the facts that I developed during my study 
before legislators in both Sacramento and Washington 
earlier this year and recommended a specific and lengtliy 
series of programs that should no longer be financed by 
property taxes. 

“But not one bill was introduced in Congress or in 
the Legislature to lift the heavy burden imposed on local 
taxpayers over the years by the wide range of man¬ 
dates on county government. 

“The reverse is true. There are a flock of bills going 
through the Legislature right now that will impo.se an¬ 
other $200,000,000 in mandated programs on county gov¬ 
ernments throughout the state. This must stop, and stop 
now,” he emphasized. 

Hayes said he is supporting the Jarvis Amendment 
because it imposes a limit on the amount of money that 
can be collected through the property tax “and one way 
to force a out in government spending is to limit the 
amount of money government can collect.”

Consolidation of 
Fire Departments 
Seems Emminent 

Los Angeles County Fire 

Chief Clyde A. Bragdon and 
Los Angeles City Fire Chief, 
John C. Gerard, met recent¬ 
ly with Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn, chairman of the Los 
Angeles County Fire Depart¬ 
ment, for a luncheon meet¬ 
ing in his Hall of Adminis¬ 
tration office to discuss the 
steps for a possible merger 
of the two fire departments, 
unifying services, first i-e- 
penses and an expansion of 
lire prevention programs, 
paramedic and other fire 
services. 

Both lire chiefs are new¬ 
ly appointed to their p)osi- 
tions and Supervisor Hahn 
said the meeting was a good 
opportunity for them to dis¬ 
cuss the possible merger that 
would result in a savings of 
$10 million to the taxpayers. 

Mayor Tom Bradley has 
appointed five citizens to 
serve on the City - County 
Commission to study the 
feasibility of a merger of 
county and city departments.' 

The Board of Supervisors 
will also soon make live ap- 
poi.ntments to the commis¬ 
sion, Hahn said. 

“I’m glad about the recent 
meeting with the city and 
county fire chiefs, because 
now there are mutual In¬ 
terests lor making positive 
steps to merge the lire de¬ 
partments and develop 
greater cooperation and bet¬ 
ter .utilization of resources," 
the Supervisor expressed. 

A consolidation of city 
and county fire protectioai 
services could apply to 30 
small county fire stations. 

According to a 1972 re¬ 
port of fire protection ser''’- 
ices by the Los Angeles 
County Citizens Econo m y 
and Efficiency Committee, 
fire stations of adjoining 
jurisdictions are so close to 
each other that their effec¬ 
tive response areas overlap. 

If the boundaries of the 43 
jurisdictions which operate 
lire departments could be 
ignored, it is estimated 48 
of the 378 stations In opera¬ 
tion could be closed with no 
deterioration in service. 


City Treasurer 
Receives $3,027 In 
Cigarette Taxes 

state Controller Kenneth 
Cory announced the distribu¬ 
tion of $8,493,952 to coun¬ 
ties and cities as the August 
apportionment of cigarette 
tax. 

Los Angeles County re¬ 
ceived $197,639 and Sierra 
Madre got $3,027. The 58 
counties’ share was $1,568,- 
406 and the cities’ share to¬ 
taled $6,925,546. 

This distribution rep r e - 
sents 30 per cent of the reve¬ 
nue deposited in the Ciga¬ 
rette Tax Fund during the 
month of August, 1977, less 
the state’s administrative 
costs of $31,824.
